@legant and substantia) manner, aud gives the 
spectater the impression that its massive and 
ponderous walls will withstand the deesy of 
oad rempia ip ell their surength whee 
the final “ wreck of matter and the crash of 
worlds” shall come. The building, in the first 
plate, stands entirely upen piles, upon which 
planking is placed, and then the stone fousds 
tion commences, laid in the most periect avd 
workmanlike manner, wit! the best Utice 
ment.
